TheReſolutions of the Army, againſt the King, 


| Kingdome and City. | 


 Tuly 15.1648. at 8 of ze Clocke in the Morning, 


EMORANDYM, That upon the day above ſet, Jobs Diaz 
one of Colonell Whaleys Regiment, and Kinſman, did atter 
thele ſpeeches following : 

Thatthe retolution of the Army was to fight for themſelves , a- 
gainkt all that ſhould oppoſe them , and that they reſolved not to bee 
governed by a King, andthat nothing vexed them more, then the 
Parliaments recalling their Declarations of making no more addref- 
ſes to the King. | 

And being asked why they did not declare ; he anſwered, 


That yet ic was no time, but that ſhortly, hee did nor doubt, bat 


that all would betheir owne, and thea they would make their reſo- 
lutions knowne. 
It was replied, that if the Army ſhould thus declare, it was likely 
the City and Kingdome would riſe, He anſwered, 
They regarded not the City,but could fire it at pleaſure. 

| Itewas likewiſe inquired, Hcwthe Generall had performed his 
| word with the King and Kingdome,in re-eſtabliſhing the King,and 
 reftoring the Kingdometo peace, He an{wered, 
| The Generall neverintended any fuch thing ; and that for the 
| perſonall Treaty the Army would not ſuffer it, becauſe the City 
| would thinkethey gained the honour of it z and chat the Parliament 
| did Vote the perlonall Treaty only to deludethe people,and to keep 
them in ſuſpence while they haddone their buſinefſe abroad. 
{ Heelikewiſe ſayd, Hee ſhould (or hoped) toſce the City on fire 
ſhortly, He further ſayd, T hat if the Kings Revenew were cenne 
times ſo much more, it yyere the better for them ; for the Crowne 
Land would make many of the {oldjers Gentlemen : and if we con- 
| quer you, then you (halbe our flaves z and if you conquerus, wee 
| wilbe your ſlaves ; and furthet heſayd, that this was nor onely his 
| lence, but likewiſe the ſence of the whole Army,
